Mr. Harriman Is seeking control of the 
Illinois Central in the interest of the 
Union Pacific. 
Mr. Fish, in an affi- 


davit which Is a reply to that filed yes- 
terday in the name of Mr. Harriman 
and other directors of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, declares that he has been a bene- 
factor of J. T. Harrahan, now presi- 
dent of the Illinois Central. 


Says He Saved Harrahan. 


He declared that he saved Harra- 


han from dismissal several years ago 
when Harriman and Geo. A. Peabody 
declared that Harrahan had outlived 
his usefulness to the company.

Fish sets forth that there was perfect 
harmony in the railroad company until 
the winter of 1904-5, when Harriman 
and Peabody sought the establishment 
of an executive committee to which 
discretionary powers were to be dele- 
gated.

as a side line. He says that he has 
been in Fort Wayne "off and on" for 
the past five or 
six years, but re- 


turned to.the city Monday after an 
absence which he had spent in To- 
ledo, Van Wert ,and other points. His 
wife, who at first declared her name 
was Ada Brady, and then Ada Wil- 
liams, Is also a chiropodist and a hair- 
dresser. She explains that she gave 
the other names at first because she 
had done work in some of the best 
families In the city and didn't want 
her trade ruined by the suspicion 
that she had been in any trouble. She 
resents the insinuation that she Is a 
colored woman, declaring that she is 
of French-Indian extraction. Both are 
of middle age.

among those who took advantage of 
the custom of the company in loaning 
these funds. He declares that all of 
his loans were recorded on the books 
of the company and that the collateral 
was good and sufficient. Referring to 
the loan of $57.0/00 to the Trust Com- 
pany of The Republic, Mr. Fish as- 
serted that it was good but the panic 
of 1903, the collateral depreciated. Of 
the total amount $38,000 has been paid 
and that company will lose nothing. 


Says Charges Mre UntrBe. 


Mr. Fish charges that the charges 


of mismanagement made against him 
are untrue. He has been a director of 
the Missouri Pacific railroad which is 
to some extent a competition of the 
Illinois Central but says that the 
charge that he desires domination 
over the affairs of the Illinois Central 
for the benefit of the Missouri Pacific 
is false. 


In tho affidavit made by Mr. Fish 


the following is included:

(colored), was hanged here today for 
the murder of Mrs. Louise White 
Grant last September. 


Walton's Crime. 


The crime for which Walton suf- 


fered death was the murder of Mrs. 
Louise White Grant on the night of 
Sept. 19. Mrs. Grant was a kinder- 
garten teacher and had 
for many 


years managed schools of this charac- 
ter in connection with various local 
churches. She was an expert In her 
line and of the highest ^personal char- 
acter. 
Intending to move from one 


apartment to another she 
had em- 


ployed Walton to assist in packing 
some of her furniture. At night Wal- 
ton, 
with the intention of 
stealing 


some of the valuables which he had 
noticed in her rooms, climbed through 
a window and strangled Mrs. Grant 
while she lay in bed. He gave some 
of the jewelry to a colored woman, 
and through this he was traced and 
finally arrested at Springfield, 111. He 
made a free confession as soon as 
captured and when arraigned In court 
entered a plea of guilty. Judge Bren- 
tano, who passed sentence of death 
upon the prisoner, was urged by Wal- 
ton to make the date earlier than that 
of December 13. The judge replied: 


"I very much regret that the law 


will not permit me to fix an earlier 
time." 


During his confinement in the coun- 


ty jail Walton has repeatedly declared 
that he was anxious to be hanged as 
soon as possible and has made a great 
show of religious conversion.

FIX BLAME FOR EXPLOSION. 


Bellervernon, Pa., Dec. 13.—The ver- 


dict of the coroner's jury investigating 
the explosion at the Naomi mine of 
the United Coal Co., at Fayette City, 
Pa., which resulted in the death of 
thirty-four miners, was made known 
toflay. It read as follows: 


"We find that the men came to 


their deaths as a result of nn explo- 
sion of gas nnd dust in the Naomi 
mine of the United Coal company. The 
gas seems to have accumulated from 
insufficient ventilation and was, we be- 
lieve, ignited from sparks of the elec- 
tric wires of an open light at some 
point not definitely located. 


"We condemn the use of electric 


wires on return air currents and we 
further condemn the use of open 
lights In all gaseous mines. 


"We would recommend that' here- 


after an air shaft be opened up where 
the workings reach a point four thou- 
sand feet from the main opening. Fur- 
ther, that the mining committee ap- 
pointed by the state governor recom- 
mend such amendments to the min- 
ing laws, that human life will be bet 
ter protected and that the present 
laws be more rigidly enforced."

In Matter of Hall and Hotel 


Accommodations City 


is Well Fixed. 


Denver, Col.. Dec. IS.—The demo- 


cratic administration ot Denver is 
completing the Auditorium, to be used 
for the sessions of the" next demo- 
cratic national convention. The build- 
ing is being built by the city, which 
issued bonds for that purpose, and it 
is designed to seat, on ordinary occa- 
sions, between 9,000 and 10,000 peo- 
ple. 
By using extra seats and the 


balconies 14,000 can

The structure Is located at the cor- 


ner of Fourteenth and Curtis streets, 
within two blocks of the main busi- 
*ness thoroughfare. Most of the im- 
portant car lines pass on Fifteenth 
street, within a block of the building," 
and no car line Is farther away than 
three blocks. These lines all run into 
a central "loop" only three squares 
from the Auditorium, so there will be. 
no need of transfers from any part of 
tbe city to the convention hall.

Mullin worked 
for Isadore 
Mautner 
when he was at the head, of the old Fort 
Wayne Interstate League team and when 
th<» winds howled and the snow and ice ; 
lield the village of Wabash in its clutches 
George's stock of money, provided he over 
had one in those dayy, was exhausted 
and he stood in .need, of a little advance. 
He hit Mautner for twenty-five simoleon* 
and 
although 
he was accommodated, i 
the little formality of signing an affidavit 
to the effect that lie had not affixed his 
signature to a contract with another club, 
was required of him. 


He signed and his troubles began. He 
had previously, so it was said, agreed to i 
play with Detroit, and when the time j 
came around he did report to the Tiger i 
management, under the Impression that, | 
as the Interstate had ceased to exist, ho j 
was freo to do as he pleased. Mautner 
took a different view of the situation. 
He had developed him and wanted some j 
money for 
him so hr tiled 
proceedings j 
against him in Justice Harry France's 
court and, one fine morning as the train 
carrying1 the Detroit players, pulled into 
the Wabash station. Detective Pete Coling 
boarded it and nabbed Mr. Mullin al- 
though the players made every effort to 
conceal his presence and made it warm 
for the officer. 
Ho was arraigned, but through the in- 
tervention of his lawyer was released on i 
a technical deficiency of the affidavit, and 
he hiked for the state line as fast ns a 
buggy and horse could carry him before 
another charge could bo prepared. 
He 
won the race and was fre^. but the fnct 
that he was In constant danger of arrest 
forced the management to detour him 
around the state's borders every time the 
club mndo a jump to the west. 
John 
Ryan, who was then a deputy sheriff, 
was pressed into service to land him and 
and wont with Mautner to Chicago one 
time when Detroit was playing there and 
they were the victims of a double cross 
given thorn by a woman, or rather Maut- 
ner was, as Ryan suspected that he was 
having: something handed to him. 
The woman told them the team would 
leave on a certain train over the Lake 
Shore road, and when It reached JSngle- 


wood Rvan boarded it and was disap- 
pointed to find that neither Mullin nor 
any of the club were passengers. 
He left 
the train at Laporte and caught the ono 
following and began a search of a sloeper 
In which the players had all taken to 
their berths to rest up. They were a rum 
lot arid as soon as they found what the 
officer was after they opened up a fu- 
eiladc of shoes, bat bags, balls that had 
outlived their usefulness, and most any 
old tiling that would do to swat an officer 
with. 
He was also the target for as choice 
a lot of highly colored language as could 
be milled among a lot of men with exten- 
sive swear vocabularies, but he was game 
and finished his search wtthout serious 
injury.

Mautner and when the case WHS eventu- 
ally called fnr trial It developed that the 
affidavit Mullin had sinned was in the 
hands of the Detroit club and on motion 
of the prosecuting attorney tho case was 
dismissed and Mullin's trips through In- 
diana were not again interrupted.

Tobacco Company Files Answer to 


Government In Federal Court. 


Norfolk, Va.. Dec. 13.—The Sher- 


man anti-trust law Is declared uncon- 
stitutional In an answer filed yester- 
day by the British-American Tobacco 
company to Information filed In the 
United States district court by the 
government of the forfeiture, under 
the law, of $7,272.60 worth of cigar- 
ettes seized by the collector of cus- 


toms In this port In October while In 
transit from the factories In Peters- 
burg, Va., and Durham, N. C., to Lon- 
don and Singapore. The reason given 
Is that the law Imposes excessive 
Ones with arbitrary discrimination In 
the infliction of punishment making 
certain parties not liable and placing 
power for arbitrary discrimination In 
the hands of persons who do not hold 
judicial power under the government.

Henry Wright, of Yale, flled a report 
yesterday which shows that poor 
scholarship goes hand In hand 
with 


luxurious dormitories: that nearly all 
of the best pupils in the university 
live In the cheap, plain quarters, but 
that almost all of the students picked 
for the secret societies come from the 
rich men's dormitories. 


Dean Wright has kopt a record of 


the residence of the rich and poor 
students, and tho good and the poor 
scholars In Yale classes for five years, 
and yesterday's report shows that the 
residents of tho elegant dormitories 
are becoming 
worse 
scholar* than 


ever, although It is growing to be 
more rare to find an occupant of the 
cheap dormitories in a secret society. 


Dean Wright does not attack the 


society system as tha only recommen- 
dation of reform; ho recommends that 
Yale erect moro dormitories so that 
members of the freshmen and sopho- 
mores con bo housed by tho collegs 
.nstcnd ot being lodged In the palatial 
)rivate dormitories where, at present, 
:hoy grow to neglect their studies an>.l 
'orm cliques which run tho secret so- 
cieties throughout their Yale course. 


Reproof for the Luxurioui. 


Dean Wright found In 1904 that 31 


per cent, of tho freshmen living in the 
-ich men's private dormitories had 
icon reproved by tho faculty for poor 
scholarship, against 17 per cent, of 
the freshmen who roomed in the plain 
dormitories on the campus. 


Warnings sent out last month for 


low scholarship to tho present fresh- 
men class show that 32 per cent, of 
rhose in luxurious dormitories wer« 
found deficient In their studies to 12 
jer cent, of those residing In Plerson 
linll, a moderate priced dormitory open 
to freshmen. 
This shows where the 


start is made toward poor scholarship 
In the Yale course nowadays. 


Dean Wright's Investigation Into the 


list of honors won covering general 
scholarship'averages for the first two 
years of the course shows that only 
3 per cent, of the students who reach 
ed the honor list roomed In private 
dormitories, while 11.5 lived In the 
moderate priced dormitories.

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Col. Foster Has Promise of 


Mr. Fox to Talk in 


January. 


Col. Dt N. Poster, In his talk on the 


recent rivers and harbors congress be- 
fore the meeting of the Commercial 
club Thursday evening announced that 
he had the promise of Mr. Fox, lectur- 
er for the national movement, to come 
to Fort "Wayne In January to discuss 
the big waterways policy. President 
Menit stated that Mr. Fox would be 
invited to address the. next meeting of 
the Commercial club. 


Col. Foster's account of the splendid 


convention at Washington was listened 
to with marked interest, and he went 
into Its work with considerable de- 
tail. He referred to the presence of 
James J. Hill, the railroad magnate, 
who was one of the earnest advocates 
of Inland waterways, declaring that 
the railroads would never again be 
able to handle the increasing volume 
of the country's commerce, and that 
In the future the bulk of the heavy 
traffic must be carried by water. Col. 
Foster explained that the congress 
considered a general policy rather 
than Individual projects, 
but that 


eight or ten big canal enterprises 
were referred to, and of these the 
lake-to-lake project by way of Fort 
Wayne measured fully up to the big 
standard necessary for national con- 
sideration. 


Frank B. Taylor also spoke briefly, 


presenting some additional Informa- 
tion received from Chief Leighton, of 
the United States bureau of hydro- 
graphy, who holds that a canal from 
Lake Erio to Lake Michigan would 
have an abundant water supply with- 
out draining the Elkhart. St. Joseph, 
Wabash Mississinewa or Salamonle 
rivers—and 
that 
plenty of 
water 


could be depended upon from the St. 
oe, the St. Marys, the Tippecanoe and 
tie Eel rivers. 
Charles McCuIloch, 


C. H. Worden and others also spoke 
ipon the waterways project, express- 
ng the belief that eastern aid could 
>e secured for the movement on ac- 
ount of the Importance of transporta- 
lon demands from the east to the 
west.

statement is as follows: 


"An analysis of the passenger earn- 


ings of the Pennsylvania railroad for 
October, the first month of the opera- 
tion of the 2-cent fare law, shows that 
the new law has caused a large de- 
crease in the gross revenue, and a 
still greater decrease In the net earn- 
ings of the company within the state 
of Pennsylvania. 


"In October, 1907, lines In Pennsyl- 


vania show a decrease of $64,000, 
while the lines Jn the Pennsylvania 
system outside of Pennsylvania show 
an increase of eight per cent. This 
same percentage of increase applied 
to state lines would show an increase 
of $140,000, instead of a decrease of 
$C4,000, as above. 


"This decrease in revenue is abso- 


lute and has not been offset in any 
manner by Increased travel stimulat- 
ed by the reduction in the rate per 
mile. 


"The figures stated cover the loss 


in gross earnings only. The decrease 
In net revenue, however, has been still 
greater on account of the Increased 
cost of operation due to advances in 
wages and cost of maintenance."

MUROERJASE 


Mrs. Cooper Expresses Be- 


lief That Child Was 
Poisoned by Lover. 


Columbus, Ind., Dec. 13.—Although 


Frances Foxwortby Cooper swore over 
the dead body of her 10-months-old 
daughter Hazel 
in J. D. Emmon's 


morgue yesterday afternoon in the 
presence of the Rev. S. S. Affut, pastor 
of the Central Christian church. Coron- 
er Benham and the Columbus officers 
that she murdered her baby by drown- 
ing it and that William Kollmeyer 
knew nothing of her act, she admitted 
one hour later that something w«s 
wrong with the child and that when 
she nicked it up at her home Saturday 
morning she noticed the death palor 
on its face, and, being almost wild, 
ran three-quarters of a mile to the 
stream. 
After making an unsuccess- 


full attempt to drown herself in the 
shallow water she climbed up the em- 
bankment just as the baby gave a 
gasp and then 
lapsed into a state 


which, she says, was death. 


She threw the child into the stream 


and she repeatedly said that it never 
moved, and then she ran back to the 
house, where she and her convict hus- 
band, Stephen Cooper, lived before he 
was sentenced to the reformatory last 
December. 


Makes First Admission. 


For the first time she admitted there 


was something wrong with the baby 
and in the presence of Mrs. John 
Stam, of Hope, and Mrs. Hallie Cox, 
wife of Sheriff Cox, admitted that she 
was frightened and said that Koll- 
meyer might have given the baby 
something Friday night when he held 
t, but that she did not see him do it. 
She knew that it cried and screamed, 


it always did when he held It. Mrs. 


Cooper said that the child was not 
right all Saturday morning nor after 
midnight on Friday and that it laid in 
a stupor and was white and cold, and 
she could hardly rouse it to give it 
some bread and milk after Kollmeyer 
and Clifford Grove left her home about 
10 o'clock Saturday morning. 
She 


said that the little girl would slowly 
open her eyes and look up to her so 
pitifully and then would sleep such 
a heavy, deep sleep and was so cold 
that she bad to wrap the child In a 
coat, which she had heated. 
Mrs. 


Cooper said that, though the child laid 
In this stupor, she took her from her 
cab twice and sat 
Tjy the fire and 


rocked her and then, when the pallor 
came, she fled to the stream with 
her. 


Mrs. Cooper soemed to realize for 


the first time that William Kollmeyer, 
with whom she has been keeping com- 
pany for eight months, had turned 
against her. 
She admitted to the of- 


ficers this morning that sho was In a 
delicate condition and said that Koll- 
moySr- was responsible theretor.
